the honest;and economical administration 
of the county's affairs. Under the direct pur- 
chase system the members of the Board were 
personally and specifically responsible for the 
quality and the price of the supplies pur- 
chased by them; while, under the contract 
system, although the articles may be obtained 
as cheaply, there is, as is well known, ample 
opportunity for frand in the matter both 
of quality and quantity. The lowest bidder 
may get the contract, but he is not required 
to rigidly live up to his agreement, and the 
poor of the county, like the Indians supposed 
to be fed by the Government, never get the 
supplies ‘actually paid for. The contractor 
fattens and the pauper grows thin in equal 
proportion, but the tax-payer keeps on fur- 
nishing the regular amount of money. Such 
has been the history of the contract system 
in Cook County, and its readoption is a proof 
rather of the neglect and indifference of the 
Commissioners than of the failure ef the 
method of direct purchase. 
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THE CUSTOM-HOUSE STONE. 

The investigations that have been made by 
a special representative of Tur TA mon into 
the character of the Cincinnati stone fur 
nished by the contractor, Mr. Montan, for 
the Chicago Custom- House Building, warrant 
and demand a special official imvestigation 
at the hands of the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry. There are several points very conspicu- 
ously brought out by ourprivate investigation 
that suggest the direction which the official 
inquiry should take, and which may be stated 
as follows: 

1. The relations between Mr. Mvurruzs, 
the contractor, and Mr. Muruxrr, late Super- 
vising Architect of the Treasury Department. 
It is alleged that a Cincinnati contractor had 
en intimation from Mr. Mutzerr, at the 
time of the letting of the contract, that it 
would be useless for him to bid on it, as it 
was pretty certain that it would go to Muzt- 
zr. There is also said to have been a lack 
of specification as to the size of the stone in 
the advertisement for bids which would 
enable a bidder favored with private infor- 
mation to make a lower average than any 
other, and yet receive more pay. There isan 


| mtimation of real estate transactions, which 


may mean nothing. There has likewise been, 
an intimation, though not at all substanti- 
ated, that Murierr had an interest with 
Muxtixe in the building of some Chicago 
residences from this Cincinnati stone, sup- 
posed to have been brought to Chicago for 
the Custom-House. 

2. Mortis contract requires that the 
stone delivered for the Custom-House shall 
come from a certain ledge in the Califofnia 
quarry. There are now strong indications 
that he has delivered other stone. It is stated 
that Mumm bought some refuse stone from 
a quarryman in Cincinnati, after a local con- 
tractor had picked from the lot what he re- 
garded ag good stone. It is also stated that 
Mom has furnished no stone for any 
work except for the Custom-House for two 
years past, and the natural inference is that 
the stone which he bought came to Chicago. 
It is also said that the owner of a quarry of 
inferior stone who wished to dispose of it 
boasted, as an evidence of its good quality, 
that Muntzan had quarried some of it for 
the Chicago Custom-House. , 
8, It seems thct the Maine granite, of 
which the Cincinnati Custom-House is being 
constructed, is laid (down in Cincinnati at 89 
cents. It is not claimed that there is much 
profit in this; but, as nearly as can be ascer- 
tained, Mr. Mona has been receiving an 
average of $1.37 for Cincinnati stone laid 
down in Chicago. The difference in the 
cost of transportation and handling, to say 
nothing of the quality of the stone, is largely 
in favor of thé Chicago contract, and, if Mr.

the wholesale establishment of J, V. Fanw zl. 
& Co., who had been engaged in precisely 
the same class of business, and had been car- 
rying on his stealing in direct connection 
with certain pawnbrokers. Here, then, we 
have two cases of boys employed in large estab- 
lishments engaged for a long time in stealing 
from their employers,—the aggregate of 
these robberies amounting to several thou- 
sands of dollars. We have the fact also es- 
tablished thatethese boys had no means of 
disposing of the goods except to the five or 
six pawnbrokers, named Wy them; and we 
have the boys’ statements that these pawn- 
brokers not only knew that.the goods were 
stolen and from whom they were stolen, but 
indicated the Kind of goods they wanted. 
Leaving to the Courts and juries the deter- 
mination of the guilt or imnocence of these 
particular pawnbrokers, we call attention 
again to the notorious fact that, with a few 
honorable exceptions, the principal, if not 
exclusive, business of the pawnbrokers of this 
city is the reception of stolen goods. So 
general is this the case that, upon a robbery 
being reported to the police, the description 
of the property is handed to certain officers, 
who at once proceed to the pawnshops, and, 
if the stolen property is recovered by the 
police, the great balk is foundin the pawn- 


We insigt that, when pawnbroking is re- 
duced to a mere system of purchasing stolen 
property, the fewer of such establish- 
ments in the city the better it will be for the 
morals of the city. + Property is as a general 
thing stolen not for the possession of the 
property, but for the money which can’ be 
obtained for it. It is converted by the thief 
instantly into money. These shops are the 
only places where this conversion can be 
readily made, and they never fail to receive, 
no matter how evident it may be that the 
property has been stolen. They are, there- 
fore, a stand ing invitation to steal; they offer 
prompt cash payment for all stolen property 
brought tothem. They are open and undis- 
guised schools in which stealing is taught and 
rewarded. These schools exist by the con- 
sent and license of the City Government. 

It is to be hoped that the next Grand Jury 
will thoroughly investigate not only these 
particular cases brought before them criminal- 
ly, but that they will extend their researches 
to the whole system of pawnbroking as car- 
ried on in this city, and expose its crimes and 
abominations. 
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THE SCIENCE OF CHURCH-BU ILDING. 

Father Riorpan, of the St. James Catholie 
Church, made some remarks to his congregs- 
tion on Sunday last with regard to the mat- 
ter of church-building which were very 
timely and sensible; and we trust we may be 
accorded the privilege of commendinf them 
to the religious community of Chicago of all 
denominations, and of wishing that they 
could have been spoken from every pulpit in 
the land without raising the suspicion in good 
sensitive Protestants souls that Taz Curcaao 
Tron is a Roman Catholic organ. Tue 
Turnen only recognizes in the remarks of 
Father Rionpan an unusual degree of hard 
common sense and rigid propriety, which it 
does not always find in the policies of the 
pulpit when applied to business matters, and 
as such it feels free to admire and commend 
them to Catholic and Protestant, to Jew and 
Pagan, alike. 

The subject-matter of Father Rronnav's 
remarks was the building of a new church on 
Wabash avenue to take the place of ‘the pres- 
ent inconvenient and insuflicient one in which 
his flock worship. In the course of these re- 
marks the reverend gentleman said : 

After I have finished, you will be bended a financial

| having a fair, I-would not have one.” ‘This 


is plain, terse, blunt talk, but it will do good. 
It will result in the building of the. church 
without any resort to questionable means, 
and when the church is built it will be paid 
for. , 
The second point is the publie spirit of this 
priest himself. He backs up his principles 
with practice, and contributes more to the 
requisite sum than his congregation, saved 
from his salary and perquisites by economy ; 
in other words, he pays back to his people 
what his people have given him, and asks 
from them only his living expenses. Perhaps 
this is too much to expect from ministers iu 
general, except from the poorer class of the 
profession. Rich ministers, as a rule, give 
little, although their perquisites. are large, 
while poor ministers give a great deal, 
although their perquisites are small. The 
poorer he is, the more he must give. The 
richer he is, the more promptly and sharply 
he collects his handsome salary, which never 
runs in arrears. The poorer he is, the less 
likely he is to get his pay at all, except in 
onions or cordwood: Father TRrornpin’s 
example in this respect is.. refreshing, 
but we fear that it is not one 
Which will be generally imitated. It 
is none the less ‘admirable on that 
account, however, and Father Rronnan and 
his flock, when they go into their plain, sol- 
id, comfortable edifice, with no needless or 
extravagant adornment,” will enjoy it with a 
large degree of happiness, especially from the 
fact that they owe no man a cent for it, and 
that they paid for it out of their pockets by 
direct contribution, and not by fairs, lotte- 
ries, and other wheedling devices to raise 
money. 
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THE NEW YORE CUSTOM-HOUSE FRAUDS. 

The smuggling of $3,000,000 worth of 
silks through the New York Custom-House 
within two years is the direct result of a high 
tariff, which puts a premium on dishonesty. 
Whenever a nation makes it profitable to 
engage in any sort of business, honest or dis- 
honest, the chances is sure to be seized. The 
United States, by levying a duty of 60 per 
cent on silks, has made the possible gain 


than the possible risk. So the risk has been 
run and the gain has beem got. One of the 
gangs concerned in the work has been broken 
up, but a dozen others may be operating 
now. The spasm of honest activity among 
the revenne officials of New York may tem- 
poarily check the evil, but it can do nothing 
more. Until human nature has been 
radically changed, an enormous tariff 
and enormous smuggling will be cause and 
effect. This relation of things has ex- 
isted in every European country, while 
high duties were in vogue, just as it exists 
here to-day. There was a time when British 
smugglers had allies in country squires, 
magistrates, and clergymen, and when the 
Government found itself utterly unable to stop 
the illicit trade. This state of things has disap- 
peared with the cause that gave it birth,-—the 
high tariff. There is scarcely any smuggling 
into the British Isles now. But no one can 
doubt that the old practice would revive dgain 
if the old duty were revived. Smuggling was 
once a favorite trade in Germany, but it was 
due to crushing duties, and disappeared when 
they did. It is still a favorſte trade in 
Spain, where the policy of the Middle 
Ages and of the United States is faithfully 
followed. Canada is not troubled with it; 
nor France, save in the case of a few articles 
on which absurdly high duties aro levied ; 
nor Germany, nor England. The reason is 


ficiently high to make the gain from snimg- 
gling equal to the risk. The smuggler must 
sell his wares below the selling rates, and must 
share his profits with his confederates in the 
markets abroad and in the Custom-House at 
home. The amount saved by evading the 
duty must, then, be considerable, or else his 
individual profit will be small. The higher 
the duty, the greater the profit and the more 
smuggling. The lower the duty, the smaller 
the profit and the less smuggling. These are 
very plain facts. It would scarcely be worth 
while to repeat them, were it not that no 
suspicion of their existence seems to be en- 


j-tertained in the minds of our law. makers. 


The best remedy for the shameful state of 
things in the New York Oustom-House is not 
more detectives, more stringent rules and 
greater precautions, but the reduction of the 
duties to a revenue standard. When the du- 
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Some years ago, when the bridge was 
built and the rates of toll demanded for its 
use, Tun Tarsunez urged that such a proceed- 
ing was not only unjust, but vas a violation 
of the charter of the Company. The good 
people of Omaha assumed that, because we 
insisted upon what appeared to us to be a 
very clear proposition, Tax Tarimmunz was 
hostile to Omaha, and was seeking to depre- 
ciate that thriving city to build up some city 
in Iowa.

Now comes the clear, intelligent, calm, and 
dignified review of the question by Judge 
Don, one of the ablest and most upright 
members of the national judiciary, Holding 
the scales evenly, he finds that the Union 
Pacific Railroad begins en the east side of 
the river, and thet the bridge is an essential 
part of its roadway. 

We think now, as we thought years ago, 
that this decision will really benefit Omaha 
It cannot change the fact that Omaha must 
be the practical terminus of the road. Pas 
sengers and freight will now go through to 
Omaha as a matter of course. The bridge 
being no longer a toll-bridge, the convenience 
of all the roads will be to have a common 
terminus, and whether that shall be on the 
western or eastern side of the river is to be 
determined by the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company. If it persists in having its trains 
made up on the Iowa side, then Omaha's com- 
plaint must be agaimst that road, and that 
against the other companies, who, unfloubt- 
edly, will gladly make any arrangement most 
conducive to the general convenience. 

The great point, hewever, is the extinction 
of the claim of the Company to charge tolls 
for the delivery of freight to the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad Company over its own road. 
In that question Omaha has no interest save 
that a toll-gate on a public highway leading 
to that city has been removed, and for this 
Omaha should be thankful.

LEGAL STATUS OF AMERICAN RAILROADS. 

There is no longer any quostion that, in 
a general way, the railroads of this country 
are subordinate to legislative supervision and 
control in the interests of the public. This 
status has been fixed by the decision of both 
the State Courts and the United States Courts, 
inclading the Supreme Court of the United 
States, which, in two or three decisions, has 
treated the railroads as public highways. 
The recent opinion of Judge Don, one of 
the ablest and clearest-headed jurists on the 
Bench, on the application of the Iowa law 
fixing rates, is the most intelligent utterance 
on the question that has yet been delivered. 
The Iowa law divides the railroads of the 
State into three classes, according to their 
earnings per mile, and limits the charges of 
each in a fair proportion to these earnings. 
The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad, 
as the lessee of the Burlington & Missouri (the 
latter an Iowa corporation), contested the con- 
stitutionality of the act, and denied the right 
of the State to put any limitation upon the 
charges. It was not charged that the limita- 


tions of the State were in any sense unreason- 


able. This was the case that came before 
Judge Don. He held that the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy corporation, as the 
lessee of road, was vested with all the 
rights unities of the Iowa corpora- 
tion and no more, so that the case was decid- 
ed on its merits. 

As regards the Burlington & Missouri Rail- 
road, the right of the State to fix the rates 
was established by a special covenant. In 


That the company accepting ztbe provisions of the 
act shall at all times be subject to auch rules and regu- 
lations as may from time to time be enacted and pro- 
vided by the General Assembly of Iowa—not incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act and the act of 
Congress making the grant. 

Judge Duo held that the reserved right 
of regulating includes the right of fixing 
rates, and cited a decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United Stafes to sustain. this 
construction, He held it to be evident, more-

JOHN C. BRECKINRIDGE. 


Hie Death Yesterday in Lexingten, 
Ky. 

Lzxineron, Ky., May 17.—Gen. John C. Breckin- 

ridge died in this city this evening ef abscess ef the 

liver, combined with consumption. His last hours 


were quiet and peaceful. Sunday night he spent s |, 


restless time, and sent during the night for 
his regular physician, who sdministered an 
opiate to the sufferer, after which he slept until late 
this m Then he was visited by Dr. Lewis &. 
Sayre, of New York, who dressed the wound made by 
the operation on Monday of last week. The doctor, see- 
ing that a discharge was taking place from the wound, 
expressed himself hopeful of the patients rapid 
recovery, with proper attention. After this he took 
some nourishment. At 8 o’clock in the evening a 
change for the worse was perceptible, and his friends 
became alarmed. Stimulants were administered, but 
without effect. He sank rapidly until near 6 
o'clock, when he became specchless, He died 
at fifteen minutes of 6. He was conscious, apparent- 
ly, up to within a few minutes of death. There was 
no scene, no last words, nothing ostentatious in the 
manner with which the sufferer met his fate, He 
died as he lived—modest and brave. The only 
allusion he made to death were once after the opera- 
tion was performed on him last week by Drs. Sayre 
and Grogs, when he said that he felt comfortabie—he 
believed mortification had set in—end again in his 
will made the next day by Mr. J. B. Breckinrige, in 
which he used these words: “After all my just 
debts, which are few and small, and the expense of a 
modest funeral are paid, I desire,” Sc, Around the 
death-bed of the General were his wife, two deugh- 
ters, and one son, and a few other immediate relatives, 
Im accordance with the wish of the deceased and 
the desire of the family, the funeral will be a modest 
ene. It will take place Wednesday evening at 4 o'clock, 
The death of Gen, Breckinridge has cast a gloom over 
this community, where he was much loved for his 
many estimabie qualities. 


Jomm Oannrt, Barcemermcz was born 
Jan. 21, 1821, and was 54 years and 
8 months old. He was born in Lexington, 
was educated at Centre College, Danville, and 
studied law at the Transylvania Institute, and 
entered upon its practice in Lexington, In 
1848 he was appointed Major of the Third 
Regiment of Kentucky Volunteers, and serv- 
ed during the Mexican War. On his return 
to Lexington he was elected to the Legisla- 
ture, and in 1851 was elected to Congress, de- 
feating Gen. LLM Coomns by 500 majority, 
in a district which, in 1848, had given 
1,000 Whig majority. This was the celetifat- 
ed Ashland District, the home of Har 
Cuax. In 18538 the contest wasa long and 
bitter one ; the district in 1852 gave Scort, 
for President, 650 majority, and the Whig 
candidate for Congress, Mr. Laren, was an 


was subordinate to his own aim to be 
chief, and to supersede Dovaras in 
the affections of the Democratic party.

The seceders, joined 
by contingent delegates: who had beer ap- 
pointed for such an emergency, met in 
another hall and nominated Mr. Bro- 
non for President. selection was 
made for various reasons. First, it was 
agreeable to his ambition, and in case of his 
election it would place the whole Govern- 
ment in the control of the South. In case of 
the election of Lawcoux, he would be a pow- 
erful agent in taking Kentucky and the bor- 
der States into a Southern Confederacy. 
Barca accepted the nomination, and 
obtained the electoral votes of eleven of 
the Southern States, and had a small Demo- 
cratic following in the Northern States. He 
presided. in the Senate during the angry 
session of 1860-’61. He was profoundly silent 
until after the close of the session. In the 
meantime, the Confederate States had been 
organized, Jury Davis was President, and all 
the States had seceded, except Tennessee, 
Missouri, Kentucky, Virginia, and Maryland. 
These were the border States, concerning 
which there was so much anxiety felt on both 
sides of the line. Mr. Log ‘called a 
special session of Congress, whi’h met on the 
4th of July, 1861, and Br Nm attend. 
ed the Senate at that session. He made 
soveral short speeches, condemning the 
action of President Lavcomuw in calling 
out an army, ordering the equipment 
of the mavy, and the blockade of the 
Southern coast. All this he held to be un- 
constitutional. Congress adjourned on the 
6th of August. Efforts had been made in 
the border States to secede, and were nomi- 
nally successful in Tennessee and Virginia, but 
proved abortive in Missouri, Kentucky, and 
Maryland, and, efter leaving the Senate in 
August, 1861, Mr. Baxcumrmipes went over 
to ‘the Confederacy, and was appointed a 
Brigadier-General in the Confederate service. 
Subsequently he was promoted to Major- 
General, and, in January, 1865, near the close 
of the War, was made Secretary of War. That 
he was a brave and skillfal officer there is no 
doubt, but he gained no special eminence in 
the Southem army. There were too 
many great men in the Confederacy 
who had attained rank and position 
while he had tarried at Washington. Ani. 
he had failed to take Kentucky into the von- 
federacy, and, beyond some thousand who 
had crossed the line and joined the O,#fed- 
erate army, Kentucky had not aide the 
South. He took part in battles at ton 
Rouge, Stone River, Chickamauga, and Geq 
Market; was with Rur in his attack on 
Washington in 1864, and at Winchester soon 
after. Upon the surrender of Ls army, he 
and the other members of the Confederate 
Cabinet left Richmond with President Davis. 
Subsequently, somewhere in Georgia, he and 
Davis parted company, and he made his way 
tothe coast. Escaping in an open boat, he 
was picked up by a British vessel and taken 
to Earope, where he remained until 1868, 
when he returned, and has lived in Lexington 
ever since. 

An incident of his stay in Europe singular- 
ly illustrates EDwand Err HA fa 
mous story of The Man Without a Coun- 
try. When the occurrence took place, Mr. 
Baxcervzrper himself referred to that story. 
When in Europe he found no difficulty in 
traveling without passports. When in Vi- 
enna, he wanted to go to Turkey and Egypt, 
and to do this a passport was necessary.

Hone Kona, April 15, and Saanxonat, April 17. 
—The Chinese frigate Yang Afa will start on a 
cruise around the world in September next, and 
will first visit Japan. 

Li Hung Chang, the Viceroy of the Chibli 
Provinces, and the most powerful subject in the 
Empire, bas petitioned the Throne that Western 
studies be introduced in the schools, and that 
candidates for publie office be hereafter exaw- 
ined in foreign sciences. The Viceroy seriously 
urges this proposal, and the Peking Government 
will not venture to reaist it. 

S. Wells Williams, of the United States Lega- 
tion, is about to art for America. 

In Formosa, fighting continues between the 
Southern aborigines and the Chinese troops, to 
the disadvantage of the latter. Reinforcements 
nave been sent from Foo Chow, Segorzac, the 
French Assi of the Arsenal, has 
gone to assist in the operations against the aav- 
age tribes. 

The period of the official mourning for the late 
Emperor will terminate April 20. A new decree 
of mourning is expected in memory of the young 
Empress, who died March 14. The circumstances 
of her death have aroused a general suspicion, 
and there is but little concealment of the belief 
that a fear of complications in case her child 
should be a soa led to her life being sacrificed. 

A collision occurred April 4 off the coast of 
China, between the Chinese steamship Fusing 
and the British steamship Ocean. The former 
foundered instantly and fifty lives were lost. The 
Ocean was eeriously injured, bat succeeded in 
reaching Wa Sime. 

The investigation is proceeding in the demands 
for satisfaction ip the case of the murder of Mr. 
Ulargarv, foreibly ted t Tsang Le Yamen 
by Mr. Wade, the British Minister, in company 
with Vice-Admiral Ryder, representing the navy. 
Chinese officials are understood to have at first 
tried to evade the respousibility on plea of 
Momein, the scene of the murder, being close 
on Burmese territory. China's effort to deny its 
jurisdiction’ is similar to that made with the ro- 
cent Formosa affair with Japan. If it is per- 
sisted in, the Bntish authorities will act as the 
Japanese did, and undertake the punishment 
themselves. Prince Kung ap at the out- 
set, determined to resist Mr. Wade’s threats, but 
latest advices represent him williag to investi- 
gate and give setiafaction. A pecuniary indem- 
nity will be asked for, and permission for British 
supervision of the official examination at Mo- 
mein will be demanded.
